Prosecution 
resolution 
may fail 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - While there 
appears to be strong sentiment in the 
Senate that Richard Nixon should not be 
prosecuted for any crimes, there seems 
to be little support for passing a 
resolution to that effect. 
The proposed resolution, sponsored by 
Sen. Edward W Brooke, R-Mass , would 
not be binding and only would request 
that local, state and federal prosecutors 
refrain from bringing charges against 
Nixon 
“ In my judgment Dick Nixon could 
not get a fair trial,” Senate GOP leader 
Hugh Scott of Pennsylvania said Sunday 
in a broadcast interview (CBS' “ Face 
the Nation ”). 
“ Hanging 
is enough 
without drawing and quartering.” 
The 
House 
Judiciary 
Committee, 
which will hold hearings on President 
Ford s 
eventual 
vice 
presidential 
nominee, this week prepares to dispose 
of its impeachment business. 
Chairman Peter W Rodino, D-N.J., 
who is firmly against continuing with 
impeachment, 
says 
he 
is 
most 
concerned about getting out a final 
report to serve as a precedent for future 
impeachments and to make it clear 
Nixon had good reason to leave office. 
The facts as we have shown them 
will forever be spread on the record,” 
Rodino said. 
One possibility is to present the House 
with a resolution formally ending the 
proceedings. 
Another alternative 
is 
merely a formal presentation of the 
committee report to the House. Rodino 
has asked House Parliamentarian 
William Brown to recommend a way of 
ending the process. 
Committee counsel John M. Doar 
gave Rodino the final draft of the report 
during the weekend, and Rodino planned 
to make some changes before giving it 
back to the 38-member panel today or 
Tuesday. 
The Brooke resolution has gained little 
support and leaders of both parties say 
there is no chance it will pass. 
Democratic leader Mike Mansfield of 
Montana and his deputy, Sen. Robert 
Byrd of West Virginia, think Nixon’s 
future legal status should be left to 
Special Prosecutor Leon Jaworski. 
Sen Norris Cotton, chairman of the 
Senate GOP Conference, agrees. “ This 
is none of our business. The law shall 
take 
its 
course 
— the Watergate 
prosecutor and the courts. ” 
But echoing Scott’s argument against 
further action against Nixon, Sen. John 
C. Stennis. D-Miss., said resignation 
“ was a personally punishing thing for 
him to do. I believe enough punishment 
is enough and this is enough ”

A diplomatic source identified the 
country as Romania and said President 
Nicolae Ceausescu was to have arranged 
the meeting between Mrs. Meir and 
Sadat. “ Sadat never showed up,” the 
source said.

WASHINGTON (U P I) 
President 
Ford, preparing his first congressional 
message that was expected to stress 
economic matters, today said a recent 
General Motors price increase should 
not be taken as a signal for a new round 
of higher prices. 
In his strongest statement in the four 
days he has been President, Ford 
denounced the GM price rise and said, 
“ In this critical period the President of 
the United States cannot call on others 
to sacrifice if one or more parts of the 
economy decide to go it alone ” 
Ford will address the nation on 
television at 9 p m tonight before a joint 
session of Congress Press secretary Je ­ 
rald terHorst said Ford will urge wage- 
price restraint and discuss the inflation- 
ridden economy. 
TerHorst also said Ford will meet 
Jordan s King Hussein Friday, the first 
foreign chief of state to visit since the 
new administration took office Ford 
also will meet Wednesday with the 
visiting 
Egyptam 
Foreign 
Minister 
Ismael Fahmi. 
In his statement on GM, Ford said, “ I 
was very disappointed and I hope the 
General Motors' action will not be read 
as a singal by other auto companies or 
other industries. 
“ It is essential particularly at this 
time that all segments of the economy, 
industry and labor exercise restraint in 
their price actions “ 
TerHorst said there was no indication 
Ford would seek a price rollback in the 
increase which added about $480 on each 
new car manufactured by GM 
TerHorst

expects Ford to announce his choice for 
a vice president by the end of the week. 
Ford spent most of Sunday afternoon 
conferring with a Republican leaders on 
their recommendations for the No. 2 
spot.

Court Judge John J Sirica spent the 
weekend in a locked and wmdowless 
jury room listening to the Watergate 
tapes former President Nixon yielded 
under Supreme Court order 
The judge spent Saturday and Sunday 
listening to the tapes with only his law 
clerk present, the aide said 
Sirica was expected to rule some time 
today on several claims of executive 
privilege made by Nixon and to forward 
a number of the tapes to Special 
Prosecutor Leon Jaworski for possible 
use at the cover-up trial due to start a 
month from now. 
Of the 64 tapes Jaworski subpoenaed, 
Nixon surrendered 55 in compliance 
with the Supreme Court’s order. The 
other nine, the White House said, could 
not be found 
Defense attorneys in the cover-up 
case, in which six former key Nixon 
aides 
have 
been 
charged 
with 
conspiracy, were expected to ask for a 
trial delay today or Tuesday 
Though 
the 
tapes 
always 
were 
described as “ Nixon’s tapes" and he 
said publicly they were under his “ sole 
personal control,” it appears they were 
not legally his. Nixon defense lawyer 
James D. St. Clair said in May that the 
tapes “ absolutely" belonged to the 
government. 
Saturday, after Gerald Ford assumed 
the presidency, Press Secretary Jerry 
terHorst confirmed that the tapes were 
still in the White House and under 
Ford’s jurisdiction, in custody of the 
White House counsel’s office.

Edmonston in a 
report to the water agency 
directors — who also are the

supervisors 
— 
said 
inflation, anticipated increased 
power, 
operation 
and 
maintenance costs and other 
Known factors call for a higher 
salr*s price figure than the $205 
figure in his May, 1970, report 
to the directors. 
Edmonston in his new report 
also said he felt that the cost 
per acre foot when the system 
was operating at full capacity 
would be about $164 per acre­ 
foot, in 1980, as compared with 
a previous estimate of $131. 
In May, 1970, Edmonston had 
said he felt the sales price 
required 
to 
recover 
all 
program costs with interest of 
five per cent over the life of the 
project would be $205 per acre­ 
foot. 
The 1970 figures, Edmonston 
explained, were

Edmonston 
said

County firemen seek okay

The County Firemen’s Union 
(AFL-CIO) which has been 
balked in its efforts to win a 10 
percent salary boost this year 
goes 
before

Board of 
Supervisors today seeking to 
get approval of an ordinance 
which would bring about a 
substantial pay raise. 
The proposed ordinance — 
which 
is 
expected 
to

strongly opposed by the county 
administrative staff — would 
have the effect of raising 
firemen’s pay in accord with 
commensurate pay for firemen 
in Ventura and Kern counties 
and 
in 
the city 
of Santa 
Barbara. It would also be tied

Officers helpless

dogs. A number of guards and 
youths were hurt in the melee 
at the Charlotte Motor Speed 
way Saturday, but no one was 
injured seriously. 
“ We just pulled our people 
off. We could no longer do 
anything," said Ray Berry, in 
charge of the security dogs “ It 
was just a m atter of too many 
people getting hurt 
“When we couldn’t hold them 
(gate-crashers) any longer, we 
let them come in and then we 
closed the gate behind them. 
They were throwing Molotov 
cocktails, bottles and bricks.” 
Youths at one point even took 
over the security command 
post.

summoned reinforcements and 
ousted them The promoters of 
“ August Jam ,” 
the largest 
rock concert ever held in North 
Carolina,

overall success despite the 131 
drug overdose cases reported 
at hospitals.

Six-week-old 
N F L strike 
ends, for now 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - The six- 
week-old pro football players’ strike 
ended in a temporary truce today, but it 
wasn’t completely over yet. 
Members of the striking NFL Players 
Association agreed Sunday to report to 
their training camps Wednesday for the 
duration of a 
14-day “ cooling off” 
period, but reserved the right to walk 
out if no contract settlement was 
achieved 
with 
the 
owners 
in 
the 
meantime. 
W. J. Usery Jr., the government’s 
chief labor mediator who proposed the 
cease-fire, termed the players’ decision 
a 
“ tremendous 
breakthrough” 
and 
arranged for bargainers from both sides 
to resume negotiations on Thursday. 
Wellington Mara, president of the 
New York Giants and a member of the 
Management Council who is generally 
the leader of the hard-line faction of 
owners, said, “ If it’s good enough for 
William Usery, it’s good enough for 
me.” 
Mara said he expected no major 
problems with the return of the vets. 
“ They are professionals. There will be 
no trouble,” he said. 
From a fan standpoint, it means that 
beginning next weekend preseason game 
lineups will consist of regulars and stars 
rather than the untried rookies and 
unknown free agents who have played 
before skimpy crowds in the first two 
weeks of NFL exhibition games. 
For the striking players, it means they 
will begin drawing on a weekly basis 10 
per cent of their annual salary up to 
$10,000 for their preseason play. It also 
ends a growing erosion of veterans who 
gave up on the strike and turned up at 
the training camps. 
Generally, striking veterans indicated 
they would be ready to perform in the 
coming 
weekend 
preseason 
games, 
because they have been working out 
intensively on a team basis during the 
42-day-old strike. 
But they also signalled plainly they 
would renew the walkout if there was no 
quid pro quo coming from the owners at 
the bargaining table during the cooling 
off period. 


“ I ’m ready to play this weekend in our 
game against Buffalo,” Billy Kilmer, 
the Washington Redskin quarterback, 
commented. “ But I ’m ready to walk out 
again for what we re bargaining for.”

Our local atomic power plant, the 
almost-completed 
Diablo 
Canyon 
facility just around the bend from Avila 
Beach, 
passed 
an 
im portant 
environmental inspection this month 
A branch of the U S Atomic Energy 
Commission < AECi has handed down an 
initial decision that construction may 
continue on the second of the Pacific 
Gas and Electric (P G & E » plant s pair of 
million kilowatt units 
The decision re­ 
sponds to an envir­ 
onmental 
hearing 
that took place last 
September, in which 
Bruce Sharpe, late 
Lompoc 
attorney, 
carried 
the 
envi­ 
ronmentalists' ban­ 
ner for a group cal­ 
led the Scenic Shore­ 
line 
Preservation 
Conference of Santa 
Barbara. 
The denouement was postponed, first 
by a reopening of the hearings to 
consider evidence on the impact of 
energy conservation, then by Sharpe’s 
death and then by a variety of other 
snags It finally came early this month. 
Some of those who question nuclear 
power plants worry about the dangers of 
handling nuclear fuel, about the effects 
of radiation fom a plant breakdown and 
about storage of long lived and lethal 
radioactive waste It’s worth noting that 
these things were not within the legal 
scope of these environmental hearings 
on Diablo 
The 79-page decision is too vast to 
even summarize here, but here are a 
few salient points and notes: 
—There 
still seems to be some 
uncertainty as to how much the use of 
sea water for cooling will warm Diablo 
Cove and the surrounding area PG & E’s 
scientific 
testimony 
from 
marine 
biologist Wheeler North indicates that 
the discharged warm water will tend 
only to bring in more temperature 
adaptable species into Diablo Cove and 
thin out the two most predominant kelp 
varieties slightly 
The AEC, though, is requiring PG &E 
to 
conduct 
ocean 
current 
studies, 
construct a realistic model of their 
proposed discharge system and also to 
conduct 
dye 
tests 
under 
various 
circumstances 
once 
the 
plant 
is 
completed 
The AEC's reason for this is contained 
in this passage of the decision: 
If the results of these tests coupled 
with 
other 
available 
information 
indicate that significant damage to the 
ocean area outside of the Diablo Cove 
can reasonably be expected to occur, 
then 
the 
applicant 
(PG & E) 
is to 
immediately present to the staff plans to 
implement 
a 
suitable 
alternative 
discharge system.” 
The concern with the heating effect of 
this recycled sea water coolant is 
occasioned perhaps by the fact that 
there are several expert estimates, all 
different, on how much of the ocean 
around Diablo will get how hot how deep 
under 
different 
ocean 
and 
plant 
conditions. 
It 
was 
always 
one 
of 
Sharpe's 
strongest contentions that no one had 
their finger on the exact heating impact 
of this discharged sea water. As of now 
anyway, the AEC agrees with him. 
The focus, of course, is abalone sport 
and recreational fishing as well as the 
unique ecosystem of the central coast 
shoreside reef of which Diablo Cove is a 
very small part. 
—Also important in the decision, it 
bears mentioning, are the species of the 
shore and interior — people. 
PG&E serves eight million of them in 
an area covering 94,000 square miles. 
The utility’s long term growth rate has 
been about 7.6 per cent compounded 
annually but is now estimated to decline 
to 6.5 per cent compounded annually 
through 1982 But it's still growth and 
Atomic Safety and Licensing Board 
(ASLB) concluded that without the one 
million kilowatts the second Diablo unit 
would bring on the line between 1976 and 
1978, PG &E's reserve power margin 
would fall to 11.9 per cent, which is 
below the 12 to 25 per cent urged by the 
Federal Power Commission. 
—Geothermal 
power 
isn’t 
an 
alternative to completing the Diablo 
plant, the ASLB ruled, because the lead 
time is longer than the time it will take 
to finish Diablo. Besides, the opinion 
stated, PG &E has a policy of gradual 
development of geothermal fields. This, 
PG &E spokesmen detail, is to prevent a 
situation in which you just complete 
another plant only to find that there’s no 
more steam left in the ground 
—Interestingly, intervenors in the 
case asked if a comparably sized power 
plant couldn't be built to run on solid 
waste. The ASLB conclusion was that it 
would take about 50,000 tons of solid 
waste a day to fuel a plant that could 
turn out one million kilowatts. The 
whole San Francisco Bay Area only 
turns out 18,000 tons of solid waste a day, 
though the people there probably think 
it’s enough. The question now becomes, 
where do you get the garbage? 
—The present cost to develop solar 
power, PG & E’s Diablo project engineer 
said, is from $1,500 to $3,000 per 
kilowatt. Present day power station 
costs run $250 to $300 per kilowatt. 
—The ASLB staff gauges that the 
maximum potential doses of radiation 
from radioactive gases given off by 
Diablo plant will come to a tenth of one 
per cent of the radiation that exists in 
nature anyway. 
A higher dose could enter the body via 
the air-cow-milk pathway in which the 
amounts are concentrated at each step 
in the food chain. The estimate here was 
of an exposure of less than four per cent 
per year of the normal background 
radiation 
This is within the AEC’s 
regulations, the report said.

WASHINGTON — In advance of the 
Supreme Court decision on the tapes, 
Mr 
Nixon s counsel talked about a 
definitive decision”

unanimous court, that would determine 
his response This phrase is foremost in 
the thought of civil rights leaders who 
regard the 5-to-4 decision against busing 
as a long way from definitive.

outcome means that the pattern of 
segregation will stand with only the

That 
is happening in only a peripheral way 
and with the present hurdle of high 
interest rates and a precipitous drop in 
the construction industry it will be even 
more marginal. 
In the long run this 
may be the answer, 
but as John Maynard 
Keynes remarked in 
another context, in the 
long run we shall all 
be dead.

Court 
majorities change and 
in the next three years 
or so the switch could 
be in favor of busing.

Similar language is in Justice Potter 
Stewart’s concurring opinion. If it could 
be 
shown that state officials had 
contributed to the separation of the 
races by drawing or redrawing school 
district lines, then a decree calling for

might

appropriate While the majority did not 
find this was true in the Detroit case, it 
might be shown to exist elsewhere. 
That is why in the optimistic view the 
fight on busing is far from over. A new 
case citing the language of the majority 
on busing could bring a favorable 
decision or, more remotely, a new 
Court, could overturn the 5-to-4 verdict. 
No one can argue that busing is an 
ideal remedy. It is often disruptive, 
creating hostility and getting in the way 
of the educational process But it is the 
only remedy with a chance under 
present circumstances of helping to give 
the minority an equal stance at the 
starting tape. 
The black separatists insist there is 
only one answer and that is to provide 
black schools with funds equal or better 
than those for white schools. That will 


enable the black schools to catch up. 
Given inflation and the economy pinch 
in governments across the board, this 
will not happen in the forseeable future. 
To cry the end is to indulge in the easy 
despair of doomsville. It is a dangerous 
luxury. The past 20 years have seen 
important changes in the status of the 
blacks But these changes have occurred 
almost entirely at the top among the 
small minority achieving middle class 
status. 
Within the mass, the change in status 
is negligible. One measure is the 20 to 25 
per cent unemployment rate among 
young blacks as against the overall rate 
just released of 5.3 per cent. As the 
sources of a potential explosion, this 
cannot be tolerated for long. 
Justice Thurgood Marshall may have 
been too pessimistic when he said in his 
dissenting opinion that the decision was 
a giant step backward after 20 years of 
small, often difficult, steps toward 
integrating the races. 
But it would be hard to disagree with 
Marshall that black children in Detroit 
will “ receive the same separate and 
inherently unequal education in the 
fu tu re 
as 
they 
have 
been 
unconstitutionally afforded in the past.” 
That, too , cannot be tolerated for long.

Dr. Joseph T. Nardo, county health 
officer, has been doing his very best to 
alert the citizens of this county that we 
are presently a declared rabies area. 
Newspapers and radio stations receive 
regular bulletins on the situation which 
strongly urge that all pets should be 
immunized against rabies. 


A particular area of concern in the 
County 
is 
the 
Santa 
Ynez 
Valley 
including Buellton, Solvang, Santa Ynez, 
Los Olivos, Ballard and as far south as 
Lake Cachuma. Several rabid animals 
in this area. 
have been discovered 
lending severe concern 
Most of the cases 
involve 
the 
pesky 
skunk. 
D r. 
Nardo 
announces this week 
that he has enlisted 
the assistance of U.S. 
trappers to humanely 
trap skunks and other 
wildlife suspected of 
being rabid. 


Trappers Wayne Robertson, Maynard 
Small and John Waithman have enlisted 
in a concentrated effort to set traps in 
these specific areas. They will work 
with the full cooperation of the County 
Animal Control Division of the Health 
Department and Dr. John Carricaburu, 
county veterinarian. 
Dr. Nardo emphasizes that only those 
animals that show signs of being rabid 
will be sacrificed for rabies tests; other 
animals will 
be relocated, 
by the 
trappers, to other areas. 
All residents and recreational area 
supervisors wishing traps to be set by 
the trappers may call collect the Animal 


Control Shelter in Lompoc, 736-2913. 
Those in the Santa Ynez Valley area 
may leave a message by calling Solvang 
688-5544 between the hours of 8 a.m. and 
5 p.m. Monday through Friday. 
Rabies has always been of some 
concern in Santa Barbara County but 
this year it appears to be more so. 
Please, immunize your pets. It is a 
small cost to pay for protection of many.

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“The way I see it — if people want to go nude at the 
beach, that's their civil right!" 
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
